LANDSLIDE 


Worcester Carries City By 


22--E£ed Defeats Sulloway 
--No Election for Senator-" 
County Ticket Gets Re- 
duced Majority-Republi- 
cans Hold Representatives. 


Portsmouth figured in the democratic1 landslide which prevailed all over 


the country on Tuesday, but not as badly as in most places, for while Wilson 
carried the city by 41 plurality the republicans gave Franklin Worcester a 
lead of 22 votes, It was a landslide against Congressman Sulloway, however, 


and Eugene B. Reed had a large majority. 


Mayor D. W.1 Badger carried the city with a handsome vote, tn fact 


leading the entire ticket for councilor, and the vote cast for Sperry Locke in 
the twenty-fourth senatorial district resulted in the choice for senator going 
to the legislature, as under the law the candidate must have a majority. 


Colonel Render polled a fine vote, 889, or 239 over Parsons, the demo- 


cratic candidate, who was second on the ticket. Sperry Uocke surprised every- 


body by polling a vote of 515. 


The county ticket is all safe in this city at least, but the vote wa» much 


lower than former years. 
All of the republican candidates on the county 


ticket were cut badly and they will go out of the city with but a little ovei1 


200 majority. 


The republicans elected their representatives in all of the wards with 


the exception of ward three, which of course is democratic. 
In tho other 


wards the majority fell below former years, but they are lucky to get through 
at all with the conditions that existed and the strong democratic vote being 
cast. 


The vote here for the presidential electors was but 199 over that of four 


years ago, when 2263 was cast against 2362 this year. 


The election was carried on without any disturbance of any sort, and 


while it was stated that money was being used, the efforts of detectives and 
watchers failed to find any evidence of this. In ward four David Urch hit on 
the scheme of making a photograph of all of the republicans seen talking in 
groups, and he had his hands full, and as soon as the gang discovered his. 


efforts everybody wanted to pose for a picture. 


. The Bull Moose party were very active all over the city and they polled 


a very good vote, especially in ward two, for the head of their ticket. 
Th 


head of the ticket in the city.polled a vote of 570, but this dropped off very 
sharply after the vote for governor, Churchill getting 559. O. L. Frisbee only 


polled 265 for councilor and Locke 515. The county progressive vote fell off 


badly from the head of the ticket. 


The vote of the progressives, however, was enough in this city and the 


same seems to be true all over the state, to' give the democrats some of the 


offices which with a united party would have all been republican. 


The size of the ticket made it extremely slow counting for the ward 


officials and it was well into the morning before they had completed their 
work. Ward five finisheo! up first shortly after 9 o'clock, and ward four wa? 
second at 11 o'clock, while ward three had completed their work at midnight. 
Ward one got through at 3 o'clock and ward two at 7 o'clock this morning. 


It was the first time that the ballot under the new law requiring a mark 


for everybody voted for was used and the result was apparent in all of the 
wards. There were comparatively few straight tickets. 


The vote on the constitutional amendment was light, but all of the 


amendments were adopted. . 
, 


There was.great interest in the result of the election locally and the wires 


leading into the Chroniole office were busy from the early evening until long 
aften midnight. 
The principal interest centered about the fight for state 


senator and it was 10 o'clock before this was finally obtainable. 


There was very little expresion of feeling shown after the returns were 


in. 
Even when it was' apparent that Wilson had boon elected without any 


doubt, the local democrats did not do any cheering, but the news was re- 
ceived without any display of feeling other than expressions of surprise over 


the size of the victory.

Woodrow Wilson of New Jersey was elected president of the United/ 


States in a democratic landslide which prevailed all over the country from the 
Atlantic to tho Pacific, and from the Lakes to the Gulf. 
It was mor« of an. 


avalanche than anything else for it landed Mr. Wilson high and dry into the 
president's chair, leaving .President Taft and Ex-President Roosevelt to fiflht 


it out for second place, and at a late hour this morning it is in doubt. 


Every indication also points to the fact that Mr. Wilson will have a 


democratic house and senate to support him and there seems how nothing in 
the way of the democrats putting into force all of their pet theories of gov«rn-. 
ment. 


«• There was a wonderfully large vote cast in all of the states', but so great 


was the strength of the democratic vote that it was early conceded that Wil- 
son would be the choice of the people. New York state, considered to be nec- 
essary to Wilson for his election, was never in doubt, and early in the evening 
.Chairman Barnes of the republican state committee conceded the state to 
Wilson by 250,000, -and his estimate was a modest one. 


The progressive party polled a big vote through the country and while 


not eqcol to that of Taft in tho east the Bull Moose was much more in evi- 
dence in the western states. 


Mninc, with but the presidential vote to count.-r-having had their state 


election,—was one of the first states in and it lined up with 7000 majority for 


Wilson, and with Roosevelt following in second place. Vermont, which has the 
same condition, was safe for Taft, but by a shaky margin. 


In this state there is no choice for governor. . At 2 o'clock this morning 


Franklin Worcester, the republican candidate, had a slight lead over Samuel 


D. Felker, the democratic candidate, and with Winston Churchill running a 


j close third. At this time it is conceded that the democrats have elected tho 
two members of Congress, Stevens in the firsthand Reed in the second district. 


In this district Congressman Sulloway lost all the cities, Manchester 


giving Ex-Mayor Eugene B. Reed a handsome majority. At this hour, owing 
to the delay in counting the votes, tho exact figures were not obtainable, but 


Reed is assured of the election. In the first district Congressman Currier went 
down before the landslide and Raymond Stevens has.been elected. 


Although the returns for representative have come alow the republicans! 


'at the present time have a slight lead on a joint ballot,.but it is probable that: 
the house and senate may be democratic. 
If .this is so it will mean the elec- 


tion cf a democratic senator to fill the place of Senator H. E, Burnham. 


Massachusetts not only went for Wilson but also elected Governor FOBS 


by a l.-.rge majority and everything points to a democratic house and se/iate 
and a democratic senator.
